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Parker Stirs Up Bryan 


Name of Dead Cleveland 


Causes Uproar in 


Program

Denver, Colo., July 3.—Judjje Alton 


B. Parker's resolution xof tribute to 
the memory of the late President 
Cleveland has stirred up a veritable 
hornet's nest in tfce camp of the 
Bryan 
contingent already 
on the 


ground for the Democratic national 
convention. It is denounced in un- 
measured terms as a clever move on 
the part of Bryan's enemies to infuse 
factional feeling into the convention, 
and they declare their intention of 
introducing a resolution to not permit 
the raising of old issues. 
Through 


control of the teraporaryorganization 
of the convention, the Bryan following 
expects to have its resolution brought 
to the attention of the delegates im- 
mediately after-the speech of the tem- 
porary chairman has been delivered. 
In that event the Parker resolution 
would have to be offered as a. substi- 
tute, if submitted at all,, and the Bry- 
an 'men declare" that the New York 
delegation -would thereby be placed-in 
^^^tM**!A*~i9£-attemPtfos, under the 
-gulse of eulogizing a great party lead- 
errfc-'create? strife and dissension and 
to make'harmony impossible. 


All Democrats, .without regard to 


-factional affiliations, applaud the sug- 
gestion coming from New York that 
the .national convention should ^em- 
brace tne first opportunity of ^ononng 
the memory of Cleveland, but most of 
those who have expressed themselves 
on the subject are of the opinion that 
the resolutions adopted should not 
contain anything over which there 
could be the slightest difference of 
opinion. The New York resolution, 
which was made public, is denounced 
by such Bryan leaders as Mayor J. C. 
Dahlman of Omaha and Judge M. E. 
Wade of Iowa, the me"->v>er "f the 
national committee from th.v state. 
They declare that^ its adoption would 
be a direct slap at Bryan, and insist 
that in giving it out for publication 
the New York delegation intended to 
disparage 
the Nebraska candidate. 


The portions of the resolution which 
particularly aroused the ire of the 
friends of Mr.-Bryan relate to Mr. 
Cleveland's record on the questions of 
maintaining the integrityof the courts 
and finance. 


It was said by Mayor Dahlman that 


these expressions are but thinly veil- 
ed attacks upon Mr. Bryan and his 
•well-known attitude on the question 
of adopting an anti-injunction plank 
and his position in 1S96 and 1900 on 
the money question. 


"These questions haVe no proper 


place," said Mr. Dahlman, "In resolu- 
tions Intended only to honor the name 
of the lite Mr. Cleveland. Mr. Bry- 
t&'g -personal tribute to the memory 
of the late ex-president was of a char- 
acter proving that no man honored 
Mr. Cleveland more, nor would go 
further in giving Wm credit for ad- 
viinclng the interests of the Demo- 
cratic, party. It is true that Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Cleveland had differ- 
ent views on many questions of party 
y«licy, ruid vith the rare tact which 
he always exhibits, Mr. Bryan re- 
frained from any allusions that might 
provoKe strife In the party. It is my 
opinion that the Democratic national 
convention In adjourning oat of ra- 
qpect to Mr. Cleveland's memory 
jhould follow Mr. Bryan's example."

Judge Taft then went to the treas- 
ury department and had an hour's 
talk with Secretary Cortelyou.

Cortelyou about the work of the na- 
tional committee of which Mr. Cor- 
telyou was chairman in the last presi- 
dential campaign. Secretary Cortel- 
you gave Judge Taft much valuable 
information concerning the practical 
workings of the committee. Inciden- 
tally, although the subject of the na- 
tional chairman was not considered at 
great length, Secretary Cortelyou took 
occasion

Frank

MADE NAME IN CINCINNATI 


Was Known Throughout Country as 


Forceful Editorial and Magazine 
Writer — Death of Son Thought to 


1 Have Hastened Own End — Cerebral 


Hemorrhages the Cause. 


Cincinnati, O., July 3. — After a vain 


struggle against the encroachments of 
disease for more than a 
Xlurat 


Halstead .one of the leaders in Amer- 
ican journalism for half a century and 
widely known as a vigorous editorial 
and magazine writer, is dead at his 
home in this city, in his seventy-ninth 
year. At his bedside were his wife, 
his son Robert and one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Arthur Stem. Mr. Halstead 
had been failing In strength for sev- 
eral months and recently suffered 
from cerebral hemorrhages. 


Mr. and Mrs. Halstead 
celebrated 


their golden wedding anniversary a 
little more than a year ago, at which 
time Mr. Halstead's health 
seemed 


frail, and as time passed he grew 
Tweaker, so that the news of his death 
•was not wholly unexpected. The sud- 
den death of his son Marshall a few 
months ago was a severe shock to 
him and is believed to have had an 
adverse effect on his health, being the 
first break In his large family. Albert 
Halstead, another son, is American 
consul at Birmingham, England, and 
other members of the family are scat- 
tered throughout the country. 


Mr. Halstead was one of the great 


editors of the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, and one of the strong- 
est tributes to his incisiveness as a 
writer was In 1889, when his nomina- 
tion by the president to be American 
minister to Germany was rejected by 
the United States senate because of 
articles he had published charging 
corruption to some members of that 
body. 


He was a native of Butler county, 


Ohio,, and after a short service on a 
literary weekly he in 1853 became 
connected with the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, in which he secured a small 
interest a year .later, becoming chief 
owner, Jn 1865. Nearly 20 years later 
his paper was consolidated with the 
Gazette, and he was editor in chief of 
the^combined newspaper 
until 10 


afterward, -when another con- 


Vas"" "effected, new owners 


securlng^control. . For a time he was 
editor' of "the Brooklyn Standard- 
Union, and during the last 10 years 
he has figured largely as a magazine 
and -special newspaper writer, besides 
issuing a number of books on current 
matters of historical interest. 
In the 


civil war Mr. Halstead personally re- 
ported many battles, being rated as a 
war correspondent of the first class, 
and later in the Franco-German -war 
and also in the Spanish-American war 
he added to his reputation in that line. 
' For 50 years he attended and report- 
ed all Republican national conven- 
tions, and in I860 he was the only 
newspaper man who reported all the 
various political conventions of that 
year. 


RACES WITH STORM 


Aeronaut Glidden Has Exciting Ex- 


perience Among Clouds. 


North Adams, Mass., July 
3.— 


Charles J. Glidden, the Boston auto- 
mobilist and aeronaut, raced for 15 
miles with a thunderstorm while sev- 
eral thousand feet above the earth, in 
his new balloon "Boston." By ascend- 
ing before dawn and going alone, Mr. 
Glidden fulfilled at one time two of 
the pilot's requirements o£ the Aero 
Club Oi America. One hour and IS 
minutes alter the ascent Mr. Glidden 
landed near Wilmington, Vt, about 15 
miles in an air line from this city. 


Immediately after rising, thunder- 


clouds began to surround the car and 
the race began. By keeping the bal- 
loon at the same elevation as the 
clouds the aeronaut found that he 
could keep just ahead of the storm. 
During the flight a double' trailing 
line was used for the first time, and 
Mr. Glidden reported that it was a 
great help in keeping the "Boston" 
steady and also facilitated his landing.

Day, secretary to Governor Johnson 
and one of the managers of his cam- 
paign. 
Mr. Day said: "I ceitainly

Cleveland, and the one piepared by 
Judge Parker seems to me to be en- 
tirely proper and to fill the bill com- 
pltely."

Alter reading the 
resolution with great care Mr. Marvel 
said he thought It open to criticism, 
and that a rebolution which did not 
rake up issues over which there had 
been or was likely to be bitterness, 
would answer the purpose far better, 
and be eminently moie just to the 
record of Mr. Cleveland.

Lincoln, Neb., July 
C.—Fourteen 


delegates and a score or more of 
sightseers bound for Denver arrived 
during a heavy rainstorm, and spent 
the day in making puddles of the road 
leading to Fairview and beating down 
the hayficlds of Mr. Bryan and his 
neighbors. 


Sifting the statements made by del- 


egates after talking with Mr. Bryan, 
it may safely be stated that the Dem-
